| Glemenceau Outlines Plans. 

NM. Clemenceau, minister of the interior, 
has made the following statement in reply 
to questiong regarding the truth of the re- 
ported discovery of a plot against the gov- 
ernment: , at 

‘Domiciliary searches have been made in 
Paris and will be made elsewhere on the order 
of the examining magistrate at Doual, who is 
entrusted with judicial inquiries relative to 
disturbances in the departments du Nord and 
Pas de Calais. Magistrates have obtained 
convincing evidence that these disturbances 
are not simply labor troubles. They are the 
result of a plot, in which imperialists, royal- 
ists, and revolutionary anarchists had com- 
bined. That is the truth. The object which 
the reactlonists and revolutionista nad in 
view was to influence the elections. May 8.“ 
Tune minister does not accuse the plotters 
of trying to overturn the republic. In reply 
to a question whether those implicated in 
the plot will be arraigned before the senate, 
he said they would not be judged by common 
law tribunals, i 


Results Generally Negative. 

The ostensible purpose of the searches was 
to discover if encouragement had been given 
to rioting in the mining district in the north; 
but the authorities expected at the same 
time to uncover the entire pian of the pres- 
ent labor agitation, including any menacing 
features of the demonstration which is to 
take place May 1. 

The searches were operate simultaneously 
early in the morning. The results in many 
eases were negative. There is, however, 
official authority for the statement that docu- 
ments were received which proved that royal- 
ists and Bonapartists intrigued with the 
labor leaders, and liberally financed the revo- 
lutionary strike movements. The labor fed- 
eration has refused to hand over its books to 
the police. 

The searches caused 4 sensdtion in labor 
and royalist circles. In the former they are 
denounced as a device to discredit the labor 
movement. The opposition press also at-

Enjoined to Secrecy. 

The decision to make domiciliary visits 
was taken at the instance of the court of 
Bethune, which has been investigating the 
strike disturbances in the north of France. 
The magistrates of the various Par's dis- 
tricta were notified last night and enjoined 
to maintain the greatest secrecy, ad to 
make the most minute search for papers re- 
terring not only to complicity in the strike

Says Muenter Wes Light Hearted. 

During their residence in Chicago the Muen- 
ters resided at 5620 Ingleside avenue, shar- 
ing a flat with Prof. and Mre. J. M. Crowe. 
The two couples kept house toegther. Prof. 
Crowe, who is connected with the University 
of Chicago, said last niggt that he was mar- 
ried in July, 1901, and that Muenter was mar- 
ried to Leone Krembsa month later. 

He scouted the murder theory, declaring 
Muenter and his wife were the most devoted 
couple he evér had known. Muenter, he said, 
had only two great known ambitions. One 
was to make his wife happy; the other was 
to succeed in his chosen profession. Prof. 
Crowe described Muenter as a man of re- 
markable mental vigor, endowed with a 
‘happy disposition, a man to whom melancholy 

as unknown. He never was morose, said 
Prot. Crowe, and he was not a man of 
moods. He always was lighthearted and 
happy. 

Prof. Crowe heard of the death of Mrs. 
Muenter through a brief noté written to him 
by the accused husband just prior to hir de- 
parture from Boston with the remains of 
his wife. The note read simply: 

“YT am bringing my dear one to Chicago.

“TI was startled to read the notice of her 
death in Tue TRIBUNE and naturally made 
some inquiries among the teachers who knew 
her. I wae given to understand there was 
some mystery about her death. No one 
seemed at first to know just exactly what had 
caused it. Later I learned that she had died 
nine or ten days after having given birth to 
a second child, and it was explained that she 
was a Chrisfian Scientist and had refused 
medical attention. 

This was given as the cause of her death 
and I naturally assumed that the mystery 
had thus been cleared away. I was also told 
that some of her friends and relatives had 
insisted upon the body being brought to this 
city for burial.’ I understand that a number 
of the Arnold school teachers attended the 


funeral.’’ 
Graduate of Normal School. 


The records of the board of education show 
that Mrs. Muenter had a splendid record as 
a teacher’ They give Fond du Lac, Wis. as 
her birthplace. She received her elementary 
education in the common schools of that 
city, and from there came to Chicago and 
entered the West Division High school. Grad- 
uating trom*the high school, Mrs. Muenter 
entered the Chicago Normal school. 

Upon graduation she accepted a cadetship, 
and later became a teacher in the Arnold 
eee Center and Burling streets. She 

hon there for a term of years, and became 

known among the public school teachers 
of the ty. 

In 1962, a year after her marriage, Mre. 
Muenter resigned from the service, and short- 
ly afterward a child was born: After the 
lapse of the two year period required by the 
school board before a mother is allowed to 
return to the teaching profession, Mrs. Muen- 
ter resumed the work in the Schiller school, 
where she remained until early last summer, 
when she obtained a leave of absence. It was 
expected she would return to the school at the 
beginning of the fall term last September, 
but when she failed to appear her name was 
placed on the list of unassigned teachers in 
accordance with the rules of the school board. 


Statement by Nurse in Charge. 

Winchester, Mass., April 27.—Mrs. Henry 
C. Nickerson, second reader in the First 
Church of Christ (Scientist) in this town, was 
the doctor who attended Mrs. Muenter of 
Cambridge. When asked tonight for in- 
formation regarding the case, Mrs., Nicker- 
son said: 

“I was asked by Mrs. Muenter to take 
charge of her case last February.” 

Mrs. Nickerson said she was in Washington 
when the child was born on April 6, but re- 
turned next day and found everything har- 
monious. She added: 

1 later learned that liver trouble had de- 
veloped. I gave the woman considerable 
treatment, some of it being absent treatment. 
continuing up to Saturday, the 14th: I had 
found Mrs. Muenter suffering from an exces- 
sive burning sensation in the stomach. On 
Saturday I retired from the case. 


Muenter Popular in 8 

Lawrence, Kas., April 7.—I Special. 
Erich Mmenter was instructor in the German 
department at the Unfversity,of Kansas dur- 
ing 1908 and 1904. He came here from the 
east with his young wife, whom he had mar- 
ried in Chicago. He was a finely educated 
young man and took hold of his work with 
an enthusiasm that impressed all with whom 
he came in contact. 

During the year he spent here he and his 
wife had rooms at the home of F. P. Smith, 
city superintendent of schools, and there a 
baby was born to them. Mr. and Mrs. Muen- 
ter appeared happy in their married life and 
never a young couple joined the college com- 
munity in Lawrence that made more friends 
than did the Muenters.

Frisco to Be a Model City. 
Although there has been a terrible loge 
of life and property. the effect will te, 1.a:n 
reasonably certain, that the new San Frar- 
cisco will de the model city of the United 
States. It is possible, of course, that public 
sentiment in the stricken city will not be 
strong enough to admit of its reconstru ion 
sons the most approved scientific and actis- 
tic lines In the haste of rebuliding, but, from 
what I know of the people there, hey wil 
take advantage of an opportunity that seldom 
has come to a city in the history of the worid. 
Oe of the most remarkable features of 
the disaster, and one which compels tne ad- 
miration of all mankind, Is the courage w'th 
which the publie have rallied. from the de- 
‘struction of their city. There seems 0 fie no 
tho of abandoning the city by: any one 
with interests there. There appears o be 
plenty ot capital available, and 1 see no res- 
gon why the city should not be reconstructed 
after the plan that has been prepared. 


Obstacle Removed by Quake. 

„One of the principal hindrances to the 
reconstruction of the city along artistic lines 
was the presence of the $8,000,000 city hall, 
which; I understand, has been destroyed. 
This was not suitable either by location or 
architectural style to form the center of the 
civic center as planned. It was an incon- 
gruous, irregular structure, with a huge 
dome that bore no relation to anything else 
on the building or in the city, and its destruc- 
tion will simplify the reconstructive work. 
Of course this building was too expensive to 
be overlooked in any plans for the future 
beautification of the city, but now that it is 
gone I am sure that the promotors of an 
artistic city will be relieved, for without it 
it will be possible to construct a civic center 
such as has been dreamed of by San Fran- 
ciscans who have studied the best examples 
in this country and abroad. 

Baltimore had much the same opportu- 
nity as San Francisco in rebuilding after the 
fire, but did not take advantage of it. There 
was so much haste there on the part of capi- 
talists and citizens generally to rebuild that 
no definite plan was followed, and individual 
preferences governed to a large degree. In- 
dividual taste always has been a drawback 
to the development of the civic idea in Amer- 
ican cities. 


Artistic Effect to Be Sought. 


“In this country the inMividual property 
owner wants something different and better 
than his neighbors. He wants to advertise 
himself, perhaps, and the result is a com- 
bination that is frequently far from harmo- 
nious. On the other hand, the communistic 
spirit is developed in a remarkable degree in 
most Latin countries. In Paris the effect is 
secn in a civic pride that has resulted in the 
same sky line for miles and buildings of uni- 
form character. This would searcely be pos- 
sible in he United States, although the best 
laid out city in the world, in my. belief, is 
Washington. 

am hopeful that this individual taste 
will* not interfere with any general plans 
for the rebuilding of San Francisco. It will 
not unless there fs too much haste in throw- 
ing buildings together without adherence to 
the general plan. The people of San Fran- 
cisco are enterprising and energetic to a de- 
gree that I never have seen demonstrated 
elsewhere outside of Chicago., The spirit 
with which they have taken hold of plans 
for rebuilding shows what may be expected 
there within the next few months.” 


City Must Be Fireproof. 


Mr. Burnham said he had studied the 
newspaper accounts closely with a view of 
profiting from the lessons in construction 
to be gathered from the effect on various 
kinds of buildings by the earthquake and 
fire. 

“One thing stands out more prominently 
than anything else, he said. The new 
San Francisco must be fireproof. It was fire 
rather than the earthquake that destroyed 
the city. The fire was started in many ways, 
but I should not say it was due to electric 
light wires, as has been reported. In my be- 
lief it was due to the upheaval that scattered 
fires in stoves and boilers. The fire started 
exactly as a fire starts in a railroad wreck 
and with the same disastrous effect. 

Every modern city should be fireproof, 
and no doubt the new San Francisco will 
take this precaution. Avoidance of the use 
of wood in construction is the primary es- 
sential in the construction of a fireproof city. 
No material should be used in constructive 
work aside from steel, concrete, stone, brick, 
and terra cotta. 


Steel Structures Stand Test. 


From all accounts the steel skyscrapers 
came out-of the earthquake and iire com- 
paratively unscathed. This is a victory for 
the modern steel type of building that shoud 
go a long way in clinching their populaire 
in rebuilding. The new San Francisco :nust 
be built as much as possible to withstandau- 
other earthquake. There always gave been 
earthquakes there, but this is the first dis-z- 
trous one. There may never be another, and 
probably never will. The people there do rst 
appear to fear a repetition of the horror, but 
future building plans should take ute con- 
sideration: aa 2 ge shocks of greater or 
less severity. 

“The general feature of cities in earth- 
quake zones is a low, solid type of arenicee- 
ture. This would scarcely answer in a gopu-

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lous city ke San Francisco, where the ter- 
ritory is Umited by. the peninsular forma 


which shows no signs of depreciation as a re- 
‘gult of the catastrophe. 


Building Boom Is Certain. 


“T will venture to say that great fortunes 
will be made in San Francisco within the next 
two years., There is certain to be a building 
boom there of astonishing dimensions, and I 
do not look for any material falling off in the 
number of tourists. San Francisco, with its: 
natural advantages, could not be abandoned 
as the site of one of the leading cities of the 
world. It always will be one of the principal 
seaports, and as such it is impossibie to con- 
ceive of any catastrophe that would blot it 
out. The bay of San Francisco is unsurpassed 
by any if the world, not excepting that of 
Naples, which I recently visited. 

“Just what type the buildings will take in 
the new city it is too early to decide. The 
engineers and architects of this country un- 
questionably will devise & type that will be 
safe. It will develop, perhaps, a new school 
of building. Something practical will be 
evolved in this eminently practical country, 
and art and symmetry will not be sacrificed 
for utility and safety, as in the orient. 


Change o* Water System. 


“One of the most important things in the 
reconstruction of the city will be a water 
works system that will not be rendered use- 
less by an earthquake shock, however severe. 
Three-quarters of San Francisco could have 
been saved, perhaps, had it not been for the 
giving out of the water supply at a critical 
time, due to the bursting of the mains. Chi- 
cago also could take a lesson from this 
catastrophe, although there is no danger of 
an earthquake in Chicago. Some plan could 
be devised so that the water mains in any 
single block or section of the city could be 
shut off without interference with the rest 


that one or any number of the air tight com- 
partments in a steamship can be shut off 
from the rémainder. Fire stations should be 
maintained along the water front. 


Features of the Burnham Plan. 


The plans that were prepared by Mr. Ben- 
nett and myself did not relate to the archi- 
tecture of the city, but were of a system of 
streets and public places arranged so that 
their circulation would be a direct flow of 
people moving about in natural dfrections. 
Business thoroughfares and boulevards were 
arranged so as to croges diagonally, which is 
the most approved plan for a city, seen to 
fis best advantage in Washington and in a 
lesser degree in Indianapolis. 

Involved in the plans for the streets were 
a system of large parkways, parks, and play 
grounds, each situated with reference to a 
harmonious whole. The civic center, which 
was but one feature, was planned to include 
the city hall, hall of justice, custom house, 
appraiser’s building, postoffice, brary, op- 
era house, municipal theater, academy of 
art, technical and industrial school, museum 
of natural history, academy of music, exhi- 
bition hall, and assembly hall, with radial 
boulevards extending in all directions and 
with a boulevard skirting the bay and en- 
circling the city. 


Plenty of Open Spaces. 

“In any plan that may be devised San 
Francisco will make no error in providing 
for plenty of open spaces, such as Golden 
Gate park. The proposed plan provides for 
many of these pleasure grounds at the inter- 
sections of the radial avenues and encircling 
boulevards, about which it was the Intention 
to group churches, social settlements, and 
other public buildings. Above all things 
there should be no congestion and no ram- 
shackle structures in any part of the city— 
danger centers in any subsequent upheaval 
of the earth’s surface. 

A to Chinatown, the improvement com- 
mittee had planned before the earthquake to 
move it to some distant point ot the city’s 
environs, which unquestionably will be done. 
San Francisco always will have its Chinese, 
but the quarters in their new location will 
be less objectionable than formerly, while 
still doing service as an attraction for sight- 
seers and a habitat for an industrious and 
sometimes misunderstood people.“

Washington, D. C., Apr 27.—Secretary 
Metcalf, who went to San Francisco as the 
representative of the national admintstra- 
tion, with instructions from the president to 
report to him regarding the conditions in 
the stricken city as he should find them, has 
wired the president a complete summary of 
the situation.

MOODY ON DUTY OF CONGRESS. 


Attorney General Says Laws Must Be 
Extended to Meet Solution of 
: Problems. 


* 


Pittsburg, Pa., April T. —- Attorney General 
Moody, in an address tonight at the banquet 
of the Americus club, said congress was 
striving to make laws adequate for the solu- 
tion of pressing problems. He said: 

But thé laws by which the national justice 
is expressed are by no means perfect or com- 
plete, and the congress is constantly engaged 
in an effort to extend them and make them 
adequate for the solution of the problems of 
the time. The national laws for the preven- 
tion and punishment of crimes are notably 
‘Incomplete, and no higher duty rests upon 
congress than that of extending and perfect- 
ing them. The courts can do nothing in this 
field, as offenses against the nation are those 
only which are expressly created by statute. 

Many persons escape punishment for 
their misconduct against the nation because 
there are no laws defining and punishing 
their offenses.”’

Indictments charging conspiracy to defraua 
were voted. by the grand jury yesterday 
against John A. Rogers; a political leader of 
the Eighteenth ward; also against Charles 
Rogers and Constable Philip Menard.

Ellen Alice Terry was born at Coventry, 
England, on Feb. 27, 1848. She was the sec- 
ond daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Terry, 
both well known provincial actors, and she 
descends from a long line of actors. When 
only 8 years old Miss Terry made her début. 

Charles Kean on April 28, 1856, Mine 90 
“The Winter's Tale at the Prin he- 
ater in London, and little Ellen played the 
part of the boy Mamlilius and also had the 
honor to make her first appearance in the 
presence of the late Queen Victoria, the 
prince consort, and the princess royal. 
Charles Kean played Leontes, and, as a re- 
spanse to his question: “Art thou my 
boy?" Ellen replied “Ay, my good lord. 
These were her first professional words, 
spoken while she marched on the stage in a 
red and white coat and pink stockings, trail- 
ing a small gocart behind her. 

Her great success was won in 1878, when 
she played Ophelia in Hamlet with Sir 
Henry Irving. From that time until 1902 she 
remained with him as leading lady repeat- 
edly touring the British provinces and visit- 
ing the United States five times. With Sir 
Henry she played most of the important 
female Shakspearean roles, Portia, Juliet, 
and Desdemong, being among the most popu- 
lar. The success of their combination was 
great. She and Sir Henry Irving ceased their 
joint appearance in 1902.

Mr. Carroll ro- 
ceived bids for the work, and the lowest price 
was made by the Chicago Street Lighting 
company for 19 cents per lamp, while the 
Peerless Light company and Albert Whitfield 
each bid 19% cents per lamp a month for the 
work.

With more questionable acts coming to 
light, it begine to look as if the investigation 
started by the new drainage board may result 
in a complete revelation of thefts of public 
money by certain former trustees. 

“The graft worked in former drainage 
boards was the most perfect thing of its

W. Bolling of the Calumet Publishing com- 
pany, who is doing the work for about half 
the price charged by Higgins. On the basis 
of the report of the auditors, Stuart and 
Young, this would indicate a waste of §25,000 
in the last fifteen years on the item of prim- 
ing alone. 5

There also transpired yesterday an instance 
of the mistakes made by incompetent officials 
of former boards which cost the taxpayers 
thousands of dollars. In 1901 the board 
started condemnation proceedings against 
Michael McDonald and Clow & Co. to gain 
possession of a strip of river bank at Harri- 
son, near Franklin street. In the petition 
filed by the board’s law department sgpecify- 
ing the boundaries of the strip wanted a mis- 
take of 100 feet in the measurements was 
made and the petition thereby was made to 
ask for half the amount of land the board 
desired. .

MORE TARIFF TALK IN HOUSE. 


Williams, Minority Leader, Says if Re- 
publicans Do Not Grant Bevision 
Democrats Will. 


Washington, Di tH, April 27.—The tariff de- 
bate, which was precipitated upon the house 
yesterday through the speeches of Mr. Bou- 
tell [Illinois] and Mr. Hepburn [Iowa], was 
continued today by Mr. Williams [ Miss!ssip- 
pi], the minority leader, who early in the 
day arranged to reply to them.

tion. Mr. Bailey disavowed any intention to 
reflect upon the Wisconsin senator either in 
his public or in private conversation, but said 
that privately he had expressed the opinion 
that Mr. Spooner had not made personal ex- 
amindtion of the authorities cited by him.

TERMS DON’T SUIT FISHER 


Fears Permission to Trolleyize 
Cable Lines Will Imperil 
‘Rights of City. 


Secretary of War Taft yesterday extended 
the time for lowering the river tunnels until 
July 1. He stated in his opinion he gave the 
extension on a promise from Mayor VDunr e 
and W. W. Gurley of the Union Traction 
company that, in case the Supreme court re- 
fused a rehearing in the ninety-nine year 
eases,’ they will abandon their contention 
that the act ordering the tunnels lowere 118 
unconstitutional, and will submit to it at 
once. 

He gave notice that in no event will he 
grant a further extension, and if actual work 
toward the lowering of the tunnels not 
deen begun by July 1 he will start 5 ria- 
chinery of the federal court to collect mes oz 
$10,000 a month for every day of Geiay acter 
April 15. 

The action of the secretary did not seem to 
clear the traction atmosphere in Chicago to 
any remarkable degree. Mayor Dunne ane 
the River Improvement association, ard 
others interested in the commerce of Chicago 
were in doubt whether when July 1 comes 
the situation would not be just where 1. is 
now. , 


Mayor’s Statement Is Vague: 


It the Supreme court refuses to grant a 
rehearing ef the ‘ ninety-nine year cases be- 
fore July 1, the work of lowering the tunnels 
will be begun at once,” the mayor said. 

Asked as.to what position he and his tutor, 
„ Dr.“ Walter L. Fisher, wofild take it the 
rehearing was granted, the mayor replied: 

“That is a matter I will not talk about 
now.“ 

The inference, judging from the previously 
published statements of both the doctor 
and the mayor, was that the city would re- 
fuse to do anything and allow itself to be 
sued for the ks Rad accruing fines in the 
federal courts. 

Representatives of the commercial inter- 
ests said they had had assurances from the 
mayor that the work of getting an ordinance 
allowing the trelleyizing of the cable lines so 
that the tunnels could be abandoned was to 
be put to the council at once so it could be 
got in shape for passage at the earliest pos- 
sible date. Ex-Corporation Counsel Tolman 
drew an ordinance which was presented to 
the mayor two weeks ago and K was under- 
stood it was to be sent to the city council 

‘Monday. night. 


Balking at Tolman Ordinance. 


When asked if he would send anything to 
the council then the mayor replied: 

“I have not decided yet.“ 

Will you pend in the Tolman ordinance?” 

It is under consideration.” 

Dr.“ Fisher says the Tolman ordinance 
does not safeguard the interests of the city.

Without conceding that the situation is 
one that legally justifies granting an exten- 
sion, nevertheless, for practical reasons ana 
accepting the statement made on behalf or 
the city and the traction companies as in 
good faith, that when the judgment of the 
Supreme court shall be final by the overrul- 
ing of the petition for a rehearing, work wii 
begin, I extend this leave until July 1. This 
will give a full month affer the petition for 
a rehearing has been disposed of in which 
to make real preparations to do the work 
which must be done. . 

“If the petition for rehearing, instead of 
being overruled, is granted, it will give a 
month in which on that basis an adjustment 
between the city and the traction companies 
can be arrived at.

PHONE A USEFUL ALLY. 


Long Wlstalies Appents to Mowe 
Counties May Win Over 
Recalcitrants. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., April 27.—[Special. Fires 
were built today under a number of the in- 
surgent thirty-three in the republican house 

tion. Gov. Deneen took the matter 
up with the county organization leaders in 
the counties where the iIneurgents live. 

By long distance telephone the governor 
called up the home politicians and explained 
that such and such representatives were re- 
fusing to enter a republican caucus. From 
10 o’clock in the morning until aftermoon the 
long distance calls were going out to all parts 
of the state, and by the time the work was 
completed for the day the governor had 
reached a large number of the men who are 
powerful politically in the home towns of 
the ineurgents. 

Almost without exception the county lead- 
ers replied that the representatives would be 
“argued with.” Inasmuch as the organiza- 
‘tion men are supposed to have something to 
say about the political future of members of 
the general assembly, the governor expects 
that the appeal to them will result in secur- 
ing at least seventy-seven members for the 
caucus to be held on Tuesday. 


What the Insurgents Say. 

Some of the insurgents have told the gov- 
ernor, in answer to his request that they 
enter the caucus and be bound by Its decision, 
that he himself has made it impossible for 
them to adopt any other course than that 
which they are pursuing. They tell him that 
his speeches made during his primary cam- 
paign and during the campaign after he had 
heen nominated developed the sentiment for | 
primary reform and that this sentiment in 
their districts has reached such a stage that 
they cannot vote for anything but ae direct 
primary bill and return home. 

The conferences which were preliminary to 
the attempt at a caucus have indicated that 
the decision ol the latter is likely to be for a 
percentage nomination and the insurgents 
say. they cannot vote for such a bill and can- 
not enter a caucus which would bind them to 
support it. 

So far as the governor's campaign speeches 
are concerned they were for a compulsory 
law and not for a direct, but the rebels say 
that the demand has grown in their districts 
so that now it will be satisfied with nothing 
but the direct nomination of candidates by 
the votes of ghe people. 


Advanced to Second Reading. 

With six members of the house present this 
morning, Speaker Shurtleff advanced the two 
senate primary bilis to second reading. All 
the primary bills now before the house are on 
second reading, and if by any chance the 
house organization should fail to get a ma- 
jority of 77 republicans into caucus next Week 
the fight will have to come on the floor of the 
house with the measures on second reading.

MINERS ARE REBUFFED AGAIN: 
OPERATORS REFUSE TO BUDGE. 


Mitchell Must Surrender or Declare a 
Strike—Employers Determined Not to 
Modify Their Original Offers. — 


New York, April 27.—The anthracite mine 
operators today informed President Mitchell 
that they would not entertain the new propo- 
sitions submitted by the miners. Nor will 


The operators’ proposal is: Renew fora 
period of three years the award of the an- 
thracite strike commission or arbitrate the 
question as to what changes, If any, shall be 
made in the scale of wages fixed by the com- 
mission in its original award. 

The miners heretofore have declined this 
offer. In their latest. propositions they 
waived all their original demands and sought 
an adjustment of the difficulty on the basis 
of an increased wage scale, approximating an 
increase of 10 cents a ton. 

The operators, after giving figures in detail, 
gay that to accept the sliding scale of wages 
proposed by the miners would mean an in- 
crease in the price of coal to the publio of 
86 cents a ton. The present profit to the 
operators, they say, is but 20 cents a ton. 

In conclusion the operators declare that 
the miners’ new propositions are wholly in- 
consistent with their position in the premises, 
urge the miners to accept their original offer, 
and add: 

“ Failing to meet us on either proposition, 
the responsibility of a strike must rest upon 
you.”

He has 
been expelled from three universities, not 
because he was wild but because he would 
not pretend to believe what he did not believe, 
He was incapable of either intellectual or 
social hypocrisy, and he was insatiably in- 
quisitive about matters which other people 
were inclined to gloss over. Davenport was, 
on the contrary, ingratiating and lovable. 
The two men were close friends in spite of 
their differences, and when both of them 
promptly fell in love with the delicate and 
vivacious Gladys they were inclined to mag- 
nanimity. 2 

Davenport was in financial straita, and it 
chanced that he stated his case to Copeland, 
who wished to give him help, but through 
embarrassment refrained from making a 
direct offer of assistance. This occurred on 
a walk which the two took together, in 
which they talked over a number of matters 
of prime importance. An incident of the 
walk was the encountering of a band of 
gypsies, where a juggler exhibited some 
clever card tricks, which the young men 
watched till they felt they understood the 
modus operand! of them.

Fine Weather Booms Trade. 


New York, April 27.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 
By their magnificent response to the needs 
of the earthquake sufferers the American 
people have not only given further evidence 
of the vast resources of the nation but dis- 
played qualities of heart and spirit that pro- 
vide new reasons for optimism regarding the 
future. San Francisco will rise from its 
ashes greater than before, and, aside from 
some forced selling of securities or tempo- 
rary pressure in the money market, the ne- 
tion as a whole will receive no setback. 
Weather conditions are favorable for retail 
trade and building operati while the crop 
outlook is bright on the whole, although some 
sections report delay to planting on account 
of excessive moisture, and there is much 
complaint regardi the scarcity of labor. 
Manufacturing plants are working to their 
full capacity in the leading industries, espe- 
cially iron furnaces and steel mills, and there 
is little idle machinery at footwear factories 
or textile mills. Railway earnings thus far 
reported for April surpass last year’s by 8.2 
per cent, and foreign commerce at this port 
shows a gain of $938,619 in imports and a 
small loss of $283,619 in exports.” 


Farmers Are Catching Up. 


Bradstreet’s summary of the state of trade 
will say tomorrow: Good weather has 
helped the farmers to catch up with a late 
planting seasom and regain lost ground, re- 
tall trade has been helped, jobbers report 
continued liberal reorders to fill depleted 
stocks, there is more doing in fall business, 
iron and steel are steady, with more con- 
fidence as to the third and last quarters, and 
aside from the coal industry, which is still 
stagnated, though there is even herea better 
prospect, industry is brisk as seldom if ever 
before. Bullding is certainly active beyond 
precedent for this season. There is some 
improvement noted in collections, bapk clear- 
ings are larger, money is easier, large gold 
imports partly balancing heavy remittances 
to the Pacific coast, and railroad earnings re- 
flect expansion over the best returns of pre- 
ceding years at this time. Business failures 
for the week ending April 26 number 177,
